ALBANY BOARD OF COMMERCE 
SHOULD GET BEHIND 
CHARGE OF FOSTOFFICE NAME. 
Now that the Albany Board of Com­ 
merce has employed a paid secretary 
and ia ready to go out and do some 
effective work for the upbuilding of 
the city, it baa a splendid opportun­ 
ity of getting away to the right kind 
of atari by using its influence to have 
the name of the postoffice changed. It 
ia rather embarrassing for th* Al­ 
bany Board of Commerce to have its 
mail addressed to “New D ecatur;’’ it 
would be risking inconvenience and 
delay to have it addressed "Albany.” 
There is but little doubt but that if 
the right kind of pressure is brought 
to bear upon the postal authorities at 
W ashington that the change of name 
cap be affected. At least the depart­ 
m ent can be induced to rule whether 
or not it wili sanction the change, 
and to give some definite assurance 
as to when it may be expected.

Now that so much Interest is being maalfeeted regarding the discovery 
snd subsequent production of petroleum in oar home él strict, perhaps an 
article containing data relative to the occurrence, discovery, data, production 
and value of petroleum would be acceptable t© Newa readers, qap* li»Uy if I 
make It general la character, and do not attem pt the technical. 
Also, I will 
promise to confine myself to a short space In presenting only those Items 
which I consider of general interest. 
That information concernía* petroleum shouW, at thle H***, ^ Sollghf, 
and that the Interest should be local, is nothing strange. The strange part is 
that the splendid promise* and natural advantage* present**] throughout Ala­ 
bama have not in the past induced a more thorough refsm m A em nm and drill­ 
ing of the fields. 
That the search here for oil is largely speculative is not 
true. 
Oil Is found In the great Appalachian system from ^ " liR i to the Gulf 
of Mexico, and that the area in question produce*» as much aa the balance of 
the oil fields combined is a m atter of government statistics. The oil produc­ 
ing stratum in Alabama is well defined and easily accessible. 
In all prob­ 
ability It occur* at a comparatively shallow depth, and th® Intervening rocks 
can be easily and cheaply drilled. 
Oil is closely associated with tori, and 
the same Ingredients that formed one wem for the formation of th< other. 
Many lear* d geologists have declared that oil wa* derived from coal. The 
carboniferous constituent* of coal and petroleum are essentially the same* 
and were, no doubt, formed at the same geological age. That coal occurs in 
abundance should be a most encouraging fact. 
That a few dry wells should 
te opened, even at the first of the o p eration, should net be discouraging, for 
In all of the producing fields many dry wells are drilled every year. The gov­ 
ernment geological survey report for 1896 showed, by authoritative figures, 
that the percentage of dry holes In the Southwest district (at that time one of 
the biggest producers in the United States) of the Appalachian oil field for 
the year 1806 was 28, 
N otw ithstanding the high percentage of dry wells, 
mady millions of barrels were produced, and the district I* still profitably 
productive. 
Dll 1* struck at different depfhs, although the producing reservoirs, or 
rather the reservoirs capable of production, occur In the 
same 
geological 
division, which in the case of coal and oil has been referred to aa the Palaeo­ 
zoic age. and, too. to the Carboniferous series. 
The first big product»? well 
of America, in fact of the world, known as the Drake well, situated at Titus­ 
ville, Pa., was put down but thirty-three feet. 
At that depth an excellent 
supply 
oil was reached. 
Although the well was no gusher at first, never­ 
theless the oil nearly filled the hole, and the well proved to he a sp!« ndid 
producer. 
Do not think the first well, eve» at such an insignificant depth, 
was all easy going. 
Drake met with many delay* and disappointments, and 
had he not been a man of tenacibus will, with complete f^ith in his enter­ 
prise. no doubt he would have give» It up without success,
